We here at RedEye have declared that “Winter Sucks,” but thus far, the meteoro- 
logical winter hasn^t really ... sucked all that much. In a Chicago Tribune column 
this week, WGN meteorologist Tom Skilling was forecasting temperatures as high 
as 6o degrees this weekend. Not. Too. Shabby 


The normal average temperature for this 
time in December is in the mid to upper 30s, 
said Ricky Castro, a meteorologist for the 
National Weather Service in suburban Rome- 
oville. 

According to SkilHng’s weather report, the 
mild weather is a product of an west-to-east 
jet stream blowing from the central Pacific, 
referred to as the “Pineapple Express.” Quite 
a bit different from the snow-covered “Polar 
Express” we’re used to seeing this time of 
year, amiright? 

If the mercury does hit 60 degrees this week- 
end, it’ll be about 20 degrees above the average 


temperature for this time in December. 

Friday should reach highs in the mid 50s 
and lows in the upper 40s with a 40 percent 
chance of rain and drizzle Friday night. Sat- 
urday’s highs should reach in the upper 50s 
and lows in the lower 50s. There’s about an 
80 percent chance of rain and a slight chance 
of thunderstorms Saturday night. Sunday 
should see highs in the lower 60s and lows in 
the mid 40s with an 80 percent chance of rain, 
according to the National Weather Service. 

“We’re looking at storm system coming in 
over the weekend that could produce pretty 
significant amounts of rain, but we’re not 


looking at any snow," Castro said. 

Chicago will see the most widespread pre- 
cipitation on Saturday continuing into Sun- 
day, so it’s going to be a pretty wet weather 
pattern for the weekend, he added. 

It’s not unusual that we’re seeing these 
kinds of mild temperatures in December, 
Castro said. 

“Despite how cold last winter was, Janu- 
ary was chilly but December was quite warm, 
so it’s not much different than what we saw 
this month last year,” Castro said. “It’s not all 
that uncommon to get mild weather, but that 
doesn’t mean the rest of winter will be warm.” 

Some North and Northwest suburbs saw 
12^^ inches of snow in mid-November, a num- 
ber Castro said was well above average for the 
season. 

“We could have no more snow this month 
and still be above normal for seasonal snowfall 
going into January” Castro explained. “It just 


goes TO show Thai all k Takes is one big event, 
like a snowstorm, to skew averages a bit.” 

^?^th no threat of snow this weekend, it 
has more than just Chicagoans celebrating. 
Chicago’s Shoreline Sightseeing is welcoming 
the unseasonable December warm spell by of- 
fering their Architecture River Tours through 
Sunday from the Michigan Avenue Bridge. 

But while there is no date set for the next 
expected snowfall or any real signs we’re go- 
ing to fall into a cold weather pattern anytime 
soon, we should soak in the warm to mild 
temps while we can. Yon never know when 
those seasonably chilly days will come nip- 
ping at our noses. 

After all, we’re only in what forecasters 
call “meteorological winter,” which starts at 
the beginning of December. Winter officially 
starts at 10:48 p.m. (Chicago time) on Dec. 21, 
according to the Old Farmer’s Almanac.

In the past three weeks, demonstrations 
calling for several city officials to resign 
have become an almost daily occur- 
rence throughout the streets of Chicago. 

Despite the firing of Chicago police 
Superintendent Garry McCarthy, a tear- 
ful apology from Mayor Emanuel and a 
looming federal investigation into the 
Police Department, protesters have 
shown little signs of giving in. 

On Thursday afternoon, about two 
dozen activists huddled in Federal 
Plaza, where the Chicago Alliance 
Against Racist and Political Repression 
had a news conference before submit- 
ting more than 50 complaints of police 
misconduct to the U.S. Attorney’s Office. 

Earlier Thursday, more than a dozen 
people representing various activist 
organizations stood in front of Chicago 
Police Department headquarters call- 
ing for the resignation and indictment 
of the mayor and state’s attorney, also 
emphasizing that the movement was 
far from over.

As a journalist march- 
ing with a protest, I 
sometimes, briefl)^ 
feel cowardly or like a 
fraud because I’m not 
participating. I’m rais- 
ing a camera as others 
are raising their voices 
to chant or their fists 
in solidarity 

I do it, though, to 
maintain impartial- 
ity to document 
what’s happening so that reality may reveal 
the truth. On Wednesday I went to cover the 
protest that started at Daley Plaza and wound 
its way past the Chicago Board of Trade and, 
later, along North Michigan Avenue. 

The protesters were calling for Mayor 
Emanuel to resign because of the way he 
handled the aftermath of Laquan McDon-

aid’s death; the black teen was shot i6 times 
by a white police officer, and Emanuel— in 
the throes of re-election— fought hard to 
prevent the release of police dash-cam video 
of the October 2014 shooting, only for a 
judge to force his hand. Protestors chanted 
“No justice, no peace” as they marched, and 
as I walked with them I thought, “No truth, 
no justice.” 

As I’m sitting here writing, I have that 
chant playing through my head and I’m 
thinking of all the horrible {bleep} that keeps 
happening in our sweet home Chicago. Be- 
yond my role as an impartial photojournalist. 
I’m also thinking about the lies told to us and 
that we tell to each other. We need peace. 

We can’t have peace without justice. We can’t 
have justice until we are willing to inconve- 
nience ourselves with the truth. 

The truth of our city— the uneven split of 
resources and opportunities and the truth of 


the violence that results from such inequal- 
ity The truth that the violence between the 
have-nots and police will always continue as 
long as we think of police as the solution. 

Most members of the police force strive 
to do the right thing, to keep the peace, but 
they alone cannot right the wrongs in our 
society They don’t write the laws, they only 
enforce them. They cannot undo the effects 
of our city’s history of institutionalized rac- 
ism. However, they can and must hold one 
another accountable just as we must hold 
ourselves accountable, just as we must hold 
our politicians accountable. 

The truth is our citizens will be killed 
as long as we turn a blind eye to our city’s 
problems. Killed as long as we focus on 
fixing the violence rather then the cause of 
the violence. Until we seek justice for every 
Chicagoan, there will be no peace for those 
who care about the truth.

And 
we are forced to quiet our excitement and 
again lower our expectations for the remain- 
ing four games on the schedule. 

It’s crazy to think the Bears have played 
their lousiest football at Soldier Field, but 
with Washington coming to town, the Bears 
have to figure out a way to play better at 
home. Washington isn’t a slouch, 
but it isn’t great either. Once again 
the Bears defense is pitted against 
a very average quarterback in Kirk 
Cousins, but Washington’s 
offense has a lot of weapons to 
worry about. They start with 
a better-than-average wide 
receiver tandem with DeSean 
Jackson and Pierre Garcon, and 
a multifaceted rushing attack 
featuring Alfred Morris and 
Matt Jones. 


The Bears defense has to figure out away 
to generate takeaways. Of 32 NFL teams, the 
Bears rank 27th in defensive interceptions and 
30 th in forced fumbles. Part of having a home- 
field advantage is being able to force teams to 
give the ball away; that’s something the Bears 
defense has been lacking. 

On offense, the Bears need to get out the 
gate fast and put points on the board early 
The conservative play calling allows oppo- 
nents to stay in games late. So by the time the 
fourth quarter rolls around, it’s still anybody’s 
game, and that approach backfired on 
the Bears last week. Getting out to 
an early lead will force Washington’s 
offense into a one-dimensional pass- 
ing attack. Also, if I see one more 
wide receiver screen from the 
Bears, I’ll definitely lose it.

Redmayne, Vikander are 
so good in The Danish Girl’ 


When Lili (Eddie 
Redmayne) hears that 
sexual reassignment 
surgery, something 
that has never been 
done before at the 
time, is “irreversible,” 
some viewers may think, “That’s the under- 
statement of all understatements.” But Lili, 
born into a male body and named Einar, has 
no doubts and is ready to at last fully become 
herself: “This is not my body Professor,” she 
says. “Please take it away” 

Set in late-’ios Copenhagen and inspired 
by a true story that led to the 2000 novel of 
the same name, “The Danish Girl” success- 
fully identifies the suppressed confusion that 
has lingered inside Einar for much of his 
life, even if the film hedges on the societal 
perceptions that would contribute to that 
repression and play a factor after Lili decides 
to live as herself The transition begins when 
Einar wears stockings and women’s shoes for 
a portrait to assist his wife, Gerda (Alicia Vi- 
kander of “Ex Machina”), a portrait painter 
in need of a fill-in model. It starts as a joke or 
a game, but soon what could be a kink reveals 
itself as more. “Is there something you’d like 
to tell me?” Gerda asks her husband, a more 
successful painter of landscapes. His reply: 

“Is there something you’d like to know?” 

Much of what makes the film so affect- 
ing, though, is the way Gerda supports Lili. 
No matter what, these two people love each 
other and are friends. It’s so difficult to 


portray emotional intimacy on screen (insert 
Internet clip of your choosing that show- 
cases physical intimacy), but after roughly 
20 seconds of Redmayne (who won the Best 
Actor Oscar for “The Theory of Every- 
thing”) and Vikander’s nomination-worthy 
performances, you see the bond that exists 
between their characters. Later, Lili’s uneasy 
but interested as she progressively comes 
into her own and Einar disappears. Gerda’s 
encouraging but also trying to keep a handle 
on her own life. 

Like so many movies only somewhat taken 
from reality, it appears plenty of details and 
timelines were adjusted for “The Danish 
Girl.” Personally I tend to prefer truth, and 
director Tom Hooper (“Les Miserables,” 

“The King’s Speech”) should have included 
more of Lili’s difficult family life, not just 
relegating intolerance to bullies in the park 
and doctors who don’t know better yet/think 
Einar’s “insane.” At times the dialogue feels a 
bit like Trans loi, useful but basic. 

These days, in a post-Caitlyn Jenner soci- 
ety of course, a book like ‘A Scientific Study 
of Sexual Immorality” isn’t taken the same 
way as it once was, thank goodness. The 
world has come a long way and has a long way 
to go. “The Danish Girl” might have taken 
more risks, but it could have taken fewer. 
Unlike the recent “Stonewall” or “Freehold,” 
it mostly and compassionately does right by 
a real part of history in the LGBT communi- 
ty, knowing Lili’s comfort is more important 
than the audience’s.

After noting how 
confusing and seem- 
ingly boring subprime 
mortgages can be, 
banking hotshot and 
confidence power- 
house Jared Vennett 
(Ryan Gosling) adds, 
“Here’s Margot Robbie in a bubble bath to 
explain.” Then there’s Margot Robbie in a 
bubble bath, really explaining. It’s such a 
crafty move: 

» People inevitably will make comparisons 
between “The Big Short” and “The Wolf of 
WaU Street,” and including the “Wolf” co- 
star is a clever wink in that movie’s direction. 

» Mortgage talk is incredibly dull. Insert 
your own perspective on how presenting that 
info in this, uh, bubbly manner impacts your 
attention to the issue. 

» This celeb-driven assistance (Selena Go- 
mez also pops up to assist) actually clarifies 
seemingly complicated terms really well. 

It also contributes to a movie that takes a 
lot of stylistic chances in pursuit of some- 
thing savvy and smart, funny and weird. Defi- 
nitions for investment stuff appear onscreen. 
There’s of course a lot of talk about financial 
mumbo jumbo. But it’s not boring, just intel- 
ligent and engaging and a lot more fun than 
the still quite good “Margin Call.” How many 
movies can you say are super-entertaining 
and super-informative? 

“The Big Short” comes from the book by 
Michael Lewis (“Moneyball”) and, more sur- 
prisingly director/co-writer Adam McKay, 


the former Chicagoan best known for 
directing most of Will Ferrell’s best com- 
edies (“The Other Guys,” “Step Brothers”). 
He was an inspired choice for the true story 
of the few investment experts who sniffed 
the 2008 housing-based financial collapse 
coming and made buckets by betting on the 
crash. The scent begins with Michael Burry 
(Christian Bale, on the other side of big 
money than he was in ‘American Psycho”), 
who has neither social skills nor fear about 
taking $1.3 billion and waiting for something 
that’s never happened to happen. “This is 
not crazy; it’s all very logical,” he insists, 
recognizing that banks have lost control but 
also not realizing the many ways in which 
the broken system is also fixed. With Mark 
Baum (Steve Carell) as the emotional center 
of the ensemble piece, this is an exhilarating 
comedy about arrogance and a tragedy about 
ignorance. 

“The Big Short” inherently involves a lot 
of explanation (you still might need to see 
it twice), and the film may as well have its 
points in big bold letters. But it supports 
a devastatingly insightful tale of greed and 
humanity or lack thereof, and about what’s 
required to stick with a long shot. It’s awe- 
some how McKay has characters address the 
camera and recognize what did and didn’t re- 
ally happen. This hilarious economic disaster 
movie documents the detection of corrup- 
tion and is smart enough to bank on the 
value of transparency It should be mandatory 
viewing. And would make a hell of a double 
feature with “Spotlight.”

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One of the most beau- 
tiful dumpsters I’ve 
ever seen, “"South’’ has 
not one honest or wise 
thing to say about life 
or work or aging but 
thinks a glossy package 
will compensate, ’cause 
no one’s ever heard of the emperor’s new 
clothes. I hated this movie so, so, so much. 

Where to begin? Is it with the setting of a 
luxurious Swiss hotel for the rich and famous, 
the last place a self-indulgent filmmaker like 
writer-director Paolo Sorrentino (who won an 
Oscar for the stylish, far less offensive “The 
Great Beauty”) should go for profound reflec- 
tions on priorities and time? Is it Fred (Michael 
Caine), a former conductor of the Venice 
orchestra whose reasons for not wanting to 
conduct for the Queen of England are pure 
manipxilation? Or his friend Mick (Harvey 
Keitel), a filmmaker working with a bunch 
of obnoxious bozos and remarking that he 
doesn’t remember his childhood, as if dwin- 
dling memories in old age mean the ups and 
downs don’t matter along the way? What about 



Lena (Rachel Weisz), Fred’s daughter/Mick’s 
daughter-in-lav^ whose concerns about sud- 
denly being left by her husband are primarily 
sexual and lead to a horrifyingly creepy scene in 
which she and her dad talk about how they’re 
each good in bed? There’s also Paul Dano as a 
big-time actor with a ’70s porn mustache and 
hairstyle who’s proud of himself for reading 
and really bummed that people only recognize 
him for playing a robot. Boo freaking hoo. 

Eventually Sorrentino tries to take art and 
artists to task, meanwhile hypocritically craft- 


ing a film that’s remarkably proud of its glisten- 
ing art-installation images of gorgeous land- 
scapes and aged bodies in saunas. A scene of a 
renowned director kicking a tennis ball in the 
air speaks volumes for what Sorrentino’s doing 
here — thinking that creating a meaningless 
image (and generically advocating for emotion, 
ugh) makes him interesting. Miss Universe Ala- 
dalina Diana Ghenea appears as herself, mostly 
so she can get naked and the guys can gawk at 
her. Possibly even more surprising is English 
pop star Paloma Faith as herself as the woman 
Lena’s husband chooses over her. 

Where this year’s “Clouds of Sils Maria” 
found remarkable, brilliantly acted truth in 
entertainment industry types searching for 
meaning, “%uth” is a fluffy self-parody with no 
self-awareness. Fred embarrassingly pretends 
to conduct cows and other sounds of nature 
like he’s in “Enchanted”; later, Lena asks about 
Eaith, “She’s a prostitute?”

That notion certainly 
worked for Season i, when “Se- 
rial’s” reinvestigation of a Balti- 
more high school murder case 
essentially proved the com- 
mercial viability of podcasting. 

The show demonstrated this 
new-ish medium could draw 
big enough numbers to compete with cable 
TV and inspire spinoff books and TV series. 

There’s a lot of pressure on the second sea- 
son to, if not strike ratings gold again, at least 
hold its own as a case study worthy of such 
close examination. 

That’s tricky when you’re examining one 
character’s state of mind rather than murder. 
But it’s off to a promising start. In an unde- 
niable coup, “Serial” features Bergdahl in 
his own words for the first time. Filmmaker 
Mark Boal (“The Hurt Locker,” “Zero Dark 
Thirty”) taped 25 hours of phone conversa- 
tions with the soldier— he’s still on active duty 
pending final determination in his case— and 


Boal brought them to “Serial.” 

So we get to hear, right up front, Bergdahl 
explaining why he walked away from a mili- 
tary outpost in Afghanistan in June 2009 and 
into Taliban territory He felt that his unit’s 
leadership was incompetent to the point of 
being dangerous, he explains, and decided 
that going missing for a few 
days would give him enough 
notoriety to be able to plead 
his case with higher-ups. 

“I had this fantastic idea 
that I was going to prove to 
the world that I was the real 
thing,” Bergdahl told Boal. He 
mentions the movies and Jason 
Bourne. 

How we ultimately feel 
about Bergdahl, what he did 
and how he has been used 
since being exchanged for five 
Taliban prisoners in 2014 will 
have a lot to do, it seems, with 
how we feel about the military 
and its protocols. 

“Serial” apparently will not be interviewing 
Bergdahl itself, leaving it reliant on questions 
that were asked in a very different context 
and before the show reported out the story 

Bigger than that is the question of whether 
Bergdahl’s story despite its complexities, car- 
ries enough weight to be teased out at length. 
For that to happen, he’ll need to be more than 
just the naive, deluded wannabe movie hero 
presented in Episode i. 

A promising sign of things getting deeper 
comes at the end of the episode. “Hello! This 
is Sarah,” listeners hear. And then: “That’s me. 
Calling the Taliban.”
